The economic crash of 2008 sounded the 
death-knell for many small companies. 

Everything Maple & More, launched in 
2006, was almost one of them. 

The company, founded by Tracy Moore, 
specializes in gourmet maple-based prod¬ 
ucts, from BBQ sauce and marinades, to dips, 
salad dressings, jellies and preserves, pure 
maple syrup, maple candies and fudge. But 
with the economic downturn, it went from an 
international clientele, and about 120 retail 
outlets in Ontario alone during the com¬ 
pany's "glory days", to near-obscurity. 

It's been a long, slow road back for Moore 
and partner Rick Nadeau - starting with a 
small storefront in the hamlet of Newton 
Robinson, then building customer awareness 
and a strong presence in local Farmers' Mar¬ 
kets and specialty shops. 

Everything Maple & More moved to Innis¬ 
fil, where Moore and Nadeau lease a health 
unit-inspected kitchen to produce batches of 
their maple products. And now, at the end of 
2013, they are poised for greater growth. 

Their product line - 146 different items, all 
created and tested by Moore - will soon be in 
50 stores across Ontario, in addition to outlets 
across the country. And on December 31, 
they officially unveiled their new labels and 


new look, featuring maple leafs in vibrant 
reds, oranges and yellows. 

"It looks Canadian, country, all-natural," 
explains Nadeau. 

The launch took place at their Innisfil HQ, 
at 808 - 9th Line in Alcona, where their prod¬ 
ucts are on display. Due to cost, the new 
labels will first appear only on the company's 
top 25 best-sellers. 

It took nearly a year to get the labels right - 
and "months to get the nutritional facts 
table," Moore says. In fact, they broke new 
ground - coming up with the nutritional 
details of ingredients like maple syrup and 
habanero peppers - but now they're ready, 
and the new labels stand out on the shelves. 

Moore and Nadeau are looking forward to 
another boost to business: earlier in 2013, 
they were chosen for an episode of Dragon's 
Den, CBC's hit reality show that focuses on 
entrepreneurs and struggling new busi¬ 
nesses. The episode could air early in 2014. 

So Moore and Nadeau are busy, getting 
ready for what may well be a stellar year for 
Everything Maple & More.

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Prostitution 
ruling won't 
help victims 

T he Supreme Court of Canada's decision on pros¬ 
titution may have been a victory for the organ¬ 
ized sex worker lobby. 

But what about the unseen victims? What about all 
the families in Canada — and abroad — who are 
harmed by prostitution? 

Recently, the country's top court ruled three laws 
on prostitution unconstitutional: The bans on run¬ 
ning a brothel, soliciting sex and living off the avails 
of prostitution. 

The unanimous decision ruled that the laws are 
broad and don't actually protect prostitutes. 

Advocates have argued it stops prostitutes from 
being able to screen potentially drunk or violent cus¬ 
tomers or from hiring bodyguards. 

The three sex worker activists behind the court 
challenge give a happy face to prostitution. Particu¬ 
larly Terri-Jean Bedford - decked out in leather, rais¬ 
ing her dominatrix riding crop in the air for the cam¬ 
eras. 

These seem like independent women able to take 
care of themselves. In other words, the already organ¬ 
ized sex worker industry benefits from this ruling. 

But what about the truly vulnerable? 

The women lured into the industry under false pre¬ 
tenses. 

The drug addicts. The sex slaves. The child prosti¬ 
tutes. 

Eliminating some of the tools that allow the police 
to crack down on these horrible abuses isn't the right 
way to go. 

All this decision does is normalize prostitution and 
makes enforcement of the more heinous crimes it 
breeds even more difficult. 

Earlier this month, France's National Assembly 
actually passed a law that makes paying for sex illegal. 

According to their government, 80-90% of all sex 
workers are foreign prostitutes victimized by human 
trafficking rings. 

In October, the RCMP arrested a Montreal man on 
charges of human trafficking. 

The investigation circled around young Romanian 
women brought to Canada on the promise of a better 
life. They were forced to work at otherwise legal erotic 
massage parlours. 

The Supreme Court has given the feds a year to 
update their legislation. 

And there we were thinking it was the elected offi¬ 
cials who got to pass the laws based on the will of the 
people. Not a bunch of unelected judges. 

The Conservatives have taken on Justin Trudeau for 
his musings on legalizing marijuana and they harm 
this could bring to families. 

That's nothing compared to the damage this could 
bring about.

Although I read later that 
the old dear was called 
before an investigating tribu¬ 
nal concerning her secret 
blend of herbs and spices 
after a weed called 'mari¬ 
juana' was found in her back¬ 
yard. 

There is a strange thing 



about human memory. 
Whenever we look back on 
our childhood, things seem 
to grow, or shrink, depending 
on whom we are trying to 
impress. I'm sure you know 
what I mean. 

For us city folks, the dis¬ 
tance we had to walk to 
school increases by a block 
or two each year until the 
morning plod to the school- 
yard is now just shy of the 
distance from Toronto to 
Hamilton; and we came 
home for lunch. Country 
folks usually have memories 
of more perilous trips. 

Wolves are often involved, 
and occasionally a black bear 
will be thrown in if the listen¬ 
ers are city dwellers and par¬ 
ticularly gullible as most of 
us seem to be.

was only three. 

The Christmas turkey is 


usually at the top of the list of 
exaggerations when recalling 
your childhood, especially 
the number of hours your 
mother left it in the oven. 

Twelve or 14 hours would 
be fairly normal if the bird 
was around the size of the 
family budgie, but the big 
bruisers required days and 
often the big blast furnaces at 
Stelco were involved. 

This may be one of those 
urban legends like the one 
about a Canadian senator 
who supposedly stayed 
awake all day, but I remem¬ 
ber hearing about a man in 
Barrie who won a turkey in a 
Christmas raffle. 

When the fundraisers 
delivered his turkey it was 
alive and the delivery person 
just opened the front door of 
the guy's house and pushed 
it in. If the prize turkey were 
as big as the one grandma 
cooked at the farm, it would 
require an OPP Swat Team to 
bring it down. 

The story may not be true, 
but I know several people 
from down there and they are 
... let's be kind, different. 
When Orillia annexes Barrie 
sometime in the next two or 
three years, we plan on 
having a number of their 
prominent citizens hauled in 


for a psychiatric assessment. 

Orillia, the Jewel of Central 
Ontario, really doesn't want 
Barrie, but most of us figure 
the only way we will ever get 
a new arena is to take over 
one of theirs. 

But none of this solves our 
problem of what to do with 
20 pounds of leftover turkey 
and a bag of giblets. 

The giblets we can donate 
to the three CSI programs as 
props for the next autopsy, 
but the turkey itself will 
require a bit of thinking and 
possible a whack of imagina¬ 
tion. Another thing, there is a 
ton of mashed potatoes. 

Just why you felt it neces¬ 
sary to cook a market gar¬ 
dener's entire crop for one 
meal is a mystery, and let's 
not even start on the bowl of 
turnip. 

Our problem can be 
summed up in the immortal 
words of Tiny Tim, 

"Turkey soup again! God 
bless us everyone."

Get ready for a clutter-free fall and winter

(NC) A growing number of 
harmful counterfeit electrical 
products in Canada are raising 
concerns about consumer safety. 
These products by-pass the qual¬ 
ity controls that ensure rele¬ 
vant safety standards are met to 
protect against electrical shock 
and fire hazards. The number 
of harmful counterfeit electri¬ 
cal products represented 12% of 
products seized last year. These 
can include electrical appli¬ 
ances, electronics and cables, 
chargers and adapters, extension 
cords and powerbars, lamps and 
ballasts, smoke detectors, and 
electrical components like cir¬ 
cuit breakers, fuses, receptacles, 
ground fault circuit interrupters 
and conduit fittings. Using coun¬ 
terfeit electrical components for 
home renovations can be espe¬ 
cially dangerous. If installed in 


a home's electrical system, these 
can advance electrical fire con¬ 
cerns from potential short cir¬ 
cuits and overheating.

Although the seven-pound, 13-ounce boy 
was born seven hours and 10 minutes after 
midnight, he still claims the first New Year's 
baby moniker of 2014.

In 2013, the giving was good. 

After falling short of their fundrais¬ 
ing goals in 2012, several local chari¬ 
ties surpassed their targets in Decem¬ 
ber.
